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READ THE CONSTITUTION 

It would be interesting to know how many Ameri- 
cans have reatl the Constitution of the United States, 
' the document upon which the republic was built, since 
they passed out of school. 

The chances arc that far less than ten per cent 
could honestly say that they have read it. They have 
scon a few quotations from it in articles and editorials; 
they know vaguely that its purpose is to guarantee lib- 
erty and opportunity for all, and to assure stable, rep- 
resentative government, and that's about all they know. 

Tiierc never was a time when a general study of the 
Constitution would be so valuable as now. Today it is 
being criticized, it is accused of the crime of antiquity, 
and those who would change it say it has outlived its 
usefulness. The result of these attacks on the Consti- 
tution arc already reflected in legislation and govern- 
mental procedure — liberties, rights, privileges, for 
T^/hich our ancestors fought and died, arc endangered. 
In other countries, similar constitutional guarantees 
have been thrown overboard — and the final result has 
been invariably dictatorship. It should be everlasting- 
ly kept in mind thit the Constitution is the bulwark 
that stands between us and one "ism" or another. 

Kcad the Constitution, paying especial attention to 
the sections whicli compose the Bill of Rights. Those 
sections reflect all that man has striven for through 
thousands of years of tunmoil — the widest possible lib- 
erty, the right to live as an individual, dominated by 
none. If the Constitution is out-of-date, so is the 
cause of human freedom.

YOUR DOLLAR'S VC'ORTH 
Take a dollar out of your pocket, it's yours — you 
can do anything you like with it. But you can't buy 
a dollar's worth of commodities or services. 

The reason for that is that about 2 5 per cent of 
your dollar has to go to the government. If you use 
it to buy theatre tickets, gasoline, cigarettes, electricity, 
clothing or anything else. 25 per cent of the cost, on 
the average, will represent taxes. 

The main reason we have allowed the tax problem 
to grow so grave in this country is that millions oi peo- 
ple haven't realized that such a problem exists! These 
are the people who pay no taxes directly. Their in- 
comes are below the level touched by the income tax. 



They rent homes. They do not own a busincjj. biit 
work for someone else. And the result is a belief that 
those who own businesses, have larger incomes, and pos- 
sess property pay all the taxes. 

There aren't enough largc-incomc people in the 
country to make a dent in meeting the cost of govern- 
ment. The great bulk of taxes arc taken from the 
ordinary person — and they arc taken indirectly. In- 
stead of writing the tax-collector a check, most of our 
citizens pay their taxes unknowingly during the course 
of daily living. Rent is higher than it would be, lie- 
cause the landlord must pay taxes. Salaries are smaller, 
because the employer is heavily taxed^ Food is more 
costly because the farmer, the processor, the transporter 
and the final seller arc all taxed. So it goes, througli 
everything wc need and use. 

Doai't be fooled. Everyone pays taxes — everyone is 
in danger of being forced to pay more. A reduction in 
taxation through less tax spending is essential,

A FIRE PREVENTION PROGRAM 

FOR THE INDIVIDUAL 

During October, Fire Pre%'cntion Week will be ob- 
served again. Every householder should look forward 
to the Week, and determine to follow a fire prevention 
program of his own. 

His first action should be to learn, from fire marshals 
or other authorities, all he can about the menace of fin 
and ways to eliminate the more ordinary hazards. Hi 
should make a thorough inspection of his home, plact 
of business and other property, beginning with the 
basement. There's a chance he will discover old 
pai>ers or other rubbish in places that offer a perpetual 
invitation to fire. It's possible that the furnace is out 
of repair — with winter coming on, a weakness in the 
heating system may lead to complete destruction of his 
home. And a million basements contain still another 
major hazard — improperly stored gasoline, kerosene, in- 
flammable cleaning and other liquids. 

That done, the citizen isn't xicariy through. How 
about wiring and the lamp connections? Most of us, 
at one time or another, have done amateur work of this 
I kiiid, and forgotten to have it replaced by an expert 
electrician. It would be a safe bet that there arc 
thousands of switchboxes in which a penny is acting as 
a fuse, placed there "temporarily." One short-circuit 
— and fire will result. 

Finally, it is a rare attic which doesn't contain an 
accumulation of old clothes, old magazines, old furni- 
ture and old luggage — all ready to burn. 

Look your property over. And in the future 

make the same inspection at regular intervals. It will 

minimize the chance of fire — and that means safety to 

life, and money in your pocket.

With the dawn of civilization came 
arllflcjal light but that was a com- 
paintlvely short timo aso, perhaps 
10,000 years, a small fraction of 
man's whole time on earth. First 
the bono or clay dish with Its flhro 
wick floating In oil; then the cund.o 
and kerosene oil lamp, the gas Jet 
and finally 'the Incandescert light. In 
order. 

With the coming of artlflclal light, 
man began to use his eyes under In- 
suniclunt light Instead of using 
them for long range vision under tho 
high Intensities of daylight— Intensi- 
ties hundreds of times greater than 
we find Indoors even today — he began 
to use his oyes for close seeing under 
low light Intensities. 

Use of Eyes Changes 
As the centuries passed and civili- 
zation progressed, man came more 
and more to depend upon Inaufhclent 
artificial light and a generation or 
two ago ho laid upon his oyes new 
duties, labors -which had previously 
largely been performed by hia other 
senses. For example, the man in a 



busy downtown city street today de- 
pends wholly upon his sight to avoid 
accident. Tlio gonornl noise and 
clamor makes his hearing undopond- 
able. 

Today we may have substituted 
close seeing Indoors at extremely low 
levels of lighting, a much longer day 
and severe eye tasks, for prbnitlve 
man's loiig distance seeing under 
high quantities of natural daylight^ 
Tho result to tho present generation 
Is damaged eyesight to an alarming 
degree among people of every age. 

Twenty per cent of the grade chil- 
dren have Impaired eyesight. Bye- 
sight impairment runs to 40 per cent 
among college students, 60 per cent 
among persons more than 40 years of 
age and 95 per cent In persons over 
CO. 

For years little hiu been done 
about Improving this situation. Per- 
sons with falling eyesight have re- 
sorted to glasses -but have failed to 
remove the chief cause of sight de-
